: The following is the first portjon: of a 
Memorandym on the Ohinese currency’ 
published by the W.:0, Daily News :-. 

Amiong the many and arduops problema 
Lwhich confront, China at:the present time, . 
one of the moat difficult to solve ig the 
question of her currency. - In former times, . 
when thoro was practically no foreign debt, * 
the chaotic atate into which the national’ 
currency. had been allowed to drift was: 
mainly a demestic question, and affected 
only a por of her foreign trade. / The’ 
sitdation, however is now ontirely changed. 
India, Japan, and Siam have adopted tho 
geld stan lard, whilst the Straits and the 

hitippines ato preparing to follow ‘their . 
example « The consequence is that in future’ 
the whole of the forsign trade of Chins will 
bo with gold countries. Whilst this trana- 
formation has been in progress, China has 
incurred a large national debt in gold to for- 
eign cguntries, sv thats fondamontalchang®’ 
has taken place in her financial’ relations: 
It would be no.exsy task toconvert the cur- 
rency of animmonsecountrylikeChinaumnder™ 
any ciroumstancos, but when to the personal 
equation of tho Imperial aud Provincial 
Govermnents dias to be added the opposition 
of vested interests to the abolition of the: 
multifarious forma of currency. now | in 
circulation, und tho backward state of in- 
tercommunication, tho obstacles may appear’ 
to be inauparalle. On tho other hand tho 
presurs of events may render-it imperative: 
or China to reorganise her finances,. if 
compticationa, the result uf which | will 
adversely affect the interests. of her gowern- 
ing classes, are to be avoided, whilst sho 
may count upon the ps-istance of very 
powerful intoresta if her statesmen have 
sufficient patriotism to mako the attempt. 
__ If China makes no effort to’ halp herself, 
if the Imperial Govornment confesses ite 
inability to regulate and control :a‘uniforny 
national currency, which is’ universally: 
considered to be 5 fundamental fun 
the Contral Govornment in all oi : 
pog | countries, such a confession of woakness 

and helplessnens will in all probability ton 
to inc.ense the movement. towards disipte- 
gration. Althongh China may be « 
wealthy country, financial mismanagement 
may bring .about national repudiation. 
Ié China wero tu repudiate hor nation- 
al obligations: it is probable that ove 
of two.things—would—happen—vither- - 
tho country as a whole would bo put in 
cominisaion, or portions of it would be 
administered under tho protection of the 
different Powers. In either. case the 
finances would pass under foreign manage- 
ment. Control of the currency hy. Chinu 
herself may be sufticient to meet tha exi- 
gency of the moment, but the governing 
classes should bear in mind that, if com- 
plications arise owing to .cuntinued, ne- 
glect of this question, foreign supervision .
